Mrs. Marguerite Nora Eileen 
Macrorie, of Granville-place, Portman- 
square, W., sued Mr. Walter Boothby 
Smith, hairdresser, of Maddox-street, 
WwW. She said che had received per- 
sonal injuries from an application of 
hair dye at Mr, Smith’s premises on 
Jaly 13, 1991. ace 

Tt was claimed that the hairdresser 
knew that Mfrs: Macrorie suffered from 
psoriasis (a chronic inflammatory 
disease) and that the application 
produced dermatitis (inflammation of 
the skin), making her head, said Mr.
